ship of the Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee, 
As chairman he was a strong advocate 
of bip artisanship in foreign p olicy. His p er­ 
sonal p ronouncements often had imp ortant 
effect both at the White House and in for­ 
eign cap itals. 
When he decided in 19 56 not to run 
again. President Eisenhower gave recogni­ 
tion to his achievements in this field by mak ­ 
ing his a .sp ecial ambassador to NATO. 
Though for long years he was less in the 
p ublic eye, Senator George had the k ind of 
sincerity and intellectual honesty that mark ­ 
ed the legislative career of the late Senator 
Taft of Ohio. In conseq uence he was held in 
high esteem by members of both p arties. 
George never shied from bearing the 
heaviest burdens a legislator could assume. 
In p erforming so wonderfully well the dif­ 
ficult task s he undertook on behalf of the 
American p eop le, he earned their lasting re­ 
sp ect and won for himself a p lace among the 
outstanding U.S. senators of this or any 
p rior century.
